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A small scale model of the proposed statue of the Queen was shown 
to councillors this week - and now they want to know what you think 


Statue revealed

THIS is a model of the bronze stat¬ 
ue of the Queen which looks set to 
be erected in Newmarket. 

The statue, which would stand 
on the grass area on Birdcage Walk 
at the entrance to the town, is be¬ 
ing planned as a way of marking 
the Queen’s 90th birth¬ 
day. 

On Monday, 
councillors were 
shown the ma- 
quette - a small 
scale model - creat¬ 
ed by sculptor Char¬ 
lie Langton, who 
created the mare 
and foal, and Etienne 
Miller, who sculpted the 
Queen. 

Mr Langton told council¬ 
lors: “The main reason for 
designing it in such a way was 
to come up with something 
extremely personal to Her 
Majesty but also encapsu¬ 
late Newmarket and its con¬ 
nection with racing. 

“The Queen’s real passion 
is breeding so we have her en¬ 
gaging with a foal and a mare. 

That really is her per¬ 
sonal love so we 
really wanted 
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to get something that was dear to 
her heart for that. It’s an emotion¬ 
al, intimate moment between 
the three of them and 


we wanted to set it apart from the 
rest of the setting.” 

Mr Miller said that the Queen 
was depicted as if it was the Sil¬ 
ver jubilee in 1977 as that was the 
“peak of her interest in horses”. 

The sculpture is the brainchild 
of the Newmarket Commemora¬ 
tion Committee, formed in April 


2014 to consider ways that New¬ 
market could contribute to the 
Queen’s 90th birthday celebra¬ 
tions. 

The project has been privately 
financed and will be of no cost to 
the town council. 

A statement from the commit¬ 
tee said: “The committee pas¬ 
sionately believes that this sculp¬ 
ture will provide an interesting 
and impressive image for 
those driving in and out 
of Newmarket and that 
the site suggested will 
be greatly enhanced 
by this development. 
“It will complement 

r and enhance the highly 
successful and impressive 
rearing stallion statue at the 
luly Course roundabout.” 

The committee has been plan¬ 
ning the project for 18 months and 
believe it will take a year for it to be 
completed. 

Warwick Hirst is on the commit¬ 
tee alongside Rachel Hood, both 
from the town council, Kirsten 
Rausing of Landwades Stud, Chris 
Garibaldi from the Horseracing 
Museum, and George Paul from 
The Jockey Club, amongst

A SINGLE dad living in Bur- 
well has hit out at the coun¬ 
cil - which he claims is try¬ 
ing to make him move as far 
as Peterborough for a coun¬ 
cil house. 

Ronald Wylde, who lives 
in Burwell with four of his 
children, Angel, 10, Kaitlyn, 
11, Kyle, 13, and Christian, 
15, says that he is having 
to move out of his home in 
Burwell in the coming weeks 
because his landlord needs 
it back. 

But Mr Wylde claims East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council has told him there 
are no four-bedroomed 
houses for his family in Bur¬ 
well or Newmarket - and his 
family instead may have to 
be placed in St Ives or Peter¬ 
borough. 

Mr Wylde told the News : 
“They are pushing us into 
an area where we don’t want 
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to be. My children are being 
moved out and away from 
their friends and all the sup¬ 
port that has been put in 
place at their schools.” 

The family were recently 
offered a four-bedroomed 
home in Newmarket, which 
Mr Wylde said was then 
withdrawn again. 

Since then, they have 
been offered accommoda¬ 
tion in Cheveley, but only on 
a temporary basis - and they 
cannot tell him how long 
that will be for. 

“We weren’t told where the 
house in Cheveley would be, 
we were just told it was in 
Cheveley,” he said. 

Mr Wylde said that his 
main concerns were that his 
children could stay at their 


schools - Bottisham Village 
College and Burwell Primary 
School. 

He added: “My daughter is 
in year six where she will be 
doing exams and my other 
daughter is getting help for 
some of her issues at the 
school.” 

A spokesperson for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said: “We have been 
working incredibly hard to 
find Mr Wylde and his fam¬ 
ily suitable accommodation 
to meet their needs and are 
trying to arrange an urgent 
meeting with him to discuss 
the next steps. 

“Tackling and prevent¬ 
ing homelessness is often a 
very complex and difficult 
process but at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
we remain committed to do¬ 
ing all we can to help those 
residents in need.”

‘I thought my son was 
going to be shot dead’

A DAD broke down in court 
when he told how he thought 
his son was going to be killed 
with a sawn-off shotgun in 
a clash between two travel¬ 
ler groups which left a man 
dead on New Year’s Day. 

Paul Smith said the gun 
went off when he pushed it 
into the air and then heard 
six or seven other shots be¬ 
fore he fled across a field 
near Burwell, fearing for his 
life. 

He sobbed in the witness 
box at Cambridge Crown 
Court when he described 
how the gun had been 
pushed into the stomach of 
his son Paul - who is known 
as Rambo - and the trigger 
pulled. 

Jessie Smith, 36, died when 
he was shot in the back dur¬ 
ing what was supposed to be 
a “fair fight” between travel¬ 
lers after a New Year’s Eve 
grievance over hare cours¬ 
ing. 

Mark Moseley, 43, who 
lives at the Burwell caravan 
site, is on trial after deny¬ 
ing murdering Jessie Smith, 
attempting to murder Paul 
“Rambo” Smith, causing ac¬ 
tual bodily harm to Albert 
Smith and possessing a fire¬ 
arm with intent to endanger 
life. 

Paul Smith, who lives at 
a caravan site in Potton, 
picked Mr Moseley out dur¬ 
ing a police identity parade 
as the man who had the gun 
at Burwell. 

He said an older appeared 
with the weapon after a fight 
between the two groups. 

A distraught Mr Smith 
told the court: “He stuck 
the gun in my boy’s stom¬ 
ach and looked straight at 
him. I thought he was dead, 
I thought he was dead.” 

Mr Smith, who was given 
time to compose himself, 
described how the gunman 
pulled the trigger but that 
the weapon only went off 
when he pushed it into the 
air. 

He then heard six or seven 
shots from the front of the 
vehicle his group had been

in and ran off because he 
thought he was going to be 
shot. 

Last week, trial witness 
Rambo denied claims that 
his uncle was shot dead by 
mistake as the vehicle he 
was in rammed a van off the 
road. 

John Black QC, for the de¬ 
fence, suggested Rambo and 
his companions set out to 
the Burwell site, armed with 
their own shotguns, deliber¬ 
ately looking for trouble - an 
allegation Rambo denied. 

Speaking at Cambridge 
Crown Court, Mr Black sug¬ 
gested that, while making 
their escape in the Sho¬ 
gun, Rambo, Jessie Smith 
and Rambo’s cousin, Albert 
Smith, rammed another ve¬ 
hicle that had been blocking 
their way, a white Ford Con¬ 
nect van, off the road into a 
ditch. 

It is then, Mr Black 
claimed, a shotgun went off 
by accident inside the ve¬ 
hicle, fatally injuring Jessie 
Smith. 

Rambo denied this version 
of events, but agreed the van 
had been rammed into the 
ditch. 


He told the court: “The van 
was blocking the road. Obvi¬ 
ously, the only way to get out 
would have been by pushing 
it.” 

Karim Khalil QC, pros¬ 
ecuting, asked Rambo if he 
understood the suggestions. 

“If, in fact, it had been an 
accidental shooting, you 
would have owned up to 
that?” he asked. 

“Did you [Rambo] cause 
a shot to be fired during the 
ramming of that van?” 

Rambo said he under¬ 
stood the claims being made 
by the defence, and accepted 
the van had been rammed 
off the road, but denied Jes¬ 
sie Smith had been acciden¬ 
tally shot in the process. 

The court heard the Sho¬ 
gun carried on up the lane 
for a short distance before 
crashing into a ditch. 

Rambo climbed out and 
held Jessie Smith. 

“That’s the thing that 
keeps coming back,” Rambo 
said. 

“Me holding him in the 
ditch. It is going to take 
time for me to get my head 
around that.” 

The trial continues.

Plea to pet owners 
after cat is shot 


A WOMAN from Milden¬ 
hall has urged cat owners 
to protect their pets after 
her cat was shot and fatal¬ 
ly injured with an air gun 
pellet. 

Pat Myers was forced to 
put her beloved cat, Mel B, 
down last month after she 
was found with an air gun 
pellet lodged in her leg 
and horrific injuries. 

Mrs Myers’ son, Richard, 
discovered 16-year-old 
Mel B as she tried to get 
herself home - but her in¬ 
juries were too severe and 
she had to be put down a 
day later. 

Mrs Myers said: “I let her 
out on the Saturday night 
and that was the last I saw 
of her. My son found her 
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three days later and she 
was trying to get herself 
home. 

“I rushed her to the vet 
and unfortunately it wasn’t 
good news. 

“The pellet had made 
such a mess of her leg and 
had broken the bone and 
infection had set in.” 

Mrs Myers said that al¬ 
though Mel B was elderly, 
there was “nothing to stop 
her from enjoying life” and 
she “should not have had 
to die like this”. 

She added: “I just can’t 
believe someone would be 


so cruel. I want owners to 
be aware that this is hap¬ 
pening. 

“I am trying to let people 
know that there is some¬ 
one that is doing this to 
cats. 

“Who could hate cats 
enough to be so cruel?” 

Mrs Myers reported the 
incident to the police af¬ 
ter it happened, but they 
were only able to log the 
incident. 

Until recently, Mrs My¬ 
ers cared for 14 cats, tak¬ 
ing in Mel B and her four 
siblings when they were 
just weeks old. 

And this is not the first 
time she has experienced 
an incident like this - four 
years ago another of Mrs 


Myers’ cats was found to 
have pellets inside him 
when taken for a routine 
x-ray. 

Mrs Myers is urging cat 
owners to be on the alert 
if they haven’t seen their 
cats. 

She said: “It’s been abso¬ 
lutely awful. 

“I know you can’t keep 
cats under lock and key 
but if people know this is 
happening, they can get 
out and look for their cats 
sooner if they don’t return, 
just in case.”

Here's the real 
pension scandal 

GEOFFREY Woollard and followers

come into play from April next year.

‘Absolutely wonderful’ 


A WOMAN from Newmarket has 
praised the care she received at 
an outreach physiotherapy cen¬ 
tre as “absolutely wonderful”. 

The respirator patient was re¬ 
ferred to West Suffolk Hopsital 
because of breathing difficulties 
which were affecting her every 
day life. 

But the hospital has now 
launched outreach centres in 
Newmarket and other areas - 
which she said allowed her to 
“enjoy life once more”. 

The woman, who did not want 
to be named, said the help she 
received from physiotherapist 
Helen Stewart really helped with 
her problems. 

She said: “I was referred to 
Helen by the hospital’s respira- 
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tor clinic because of my altered 
breathing pattern which was 
badly affecting my life. 

“Helen took the time to talk 
me through exercises and was so 
professional and caring. 

“She showed me how to man¬ 
age my condition and it has 
made such a difference. 

“I am now able to control my 
breathing better with far fewer 
episodes of hyperventilating 
and panic attacks.” 

The respiratory physiotherapy 
clinics treat patients and allow 
them to self manage conditions 
including asthma, chest infec¬ 


tions and dysfunctional breath¬ 
ing patterns. 

And being able to access a 
clinic locally was a big help, the 
woman said. 

She added: “Being able to ac¬ 
cess the clinic in Newmarket 
was so easy for me and meant I 
only had to go five miles down 
the road. 

“I would encourage anyone 
else who is referred to ask and 
find out if there is an outreach 
service close to them.” 

Clinics take place around 
West Suffolk including in New¬ 
market, Haverhill and Thetford, 
throughout the week. 

The Newmarket clinic is held 
at Newmarket Hospital every 
Friday afternoon. 


Helen Stewart, the respiratory 
physiotherapist, said: “Our main 
aim is to educate our patients so 
that they can learn to manage 
their condition more effectively, 
in turn increasing their inde¬ 
pendence. 

“We are committed to making 
it as easy as possible for people 
to access the specialist care we 
provide, and are really pleased 
that these clinics will reduce the 
distance patients need to travel 
while bringing services closer to 
home.”

Dad Kevin’s all set for 
trek in memory of Holly

KEVIN Wells now has just days 
to go until he takes on one of the 
Seven Wonders of the World in 
memory of his daughter. 

Kevin, 51, from Soham, is trek¬ 
king along the Great Wall of Chi¬ 
na to raise money for Grief En¬ 
counter - the charity he has been 
patron of since 2004. 

It was on August 4, 2002 that 
Kevin and his family’s and 
friends’ lives changed forever. 

Their daughter, Holly, and 
her friend, Jessica Chapman, 
both 10, were murdered by lo¬ 
cal school caretaker Ian Huntley 
in what became one of the most 
high profile murder cases in the 
UK. 

Huntley was convicted in De¬ 
cember 2003 of the girls’ murder 
and sentenced to two terms of 
life imprisonment, with the High 
Court later setting a minimum 
term of 40 years. 

Kevin will spend seven days 
taking on the challenging terrain 
of the ancient wall, which was 
built over 2,000 years ago.

They start the trek on Monday, 
October 5 and already Kevin has 
raised more than £3,000 in spon¬ 
sorship. 

Speaking to Ely News earlier 
this year, Kevin, who lives with 
his wife, Nicola, in Red House 
Gardens, said: “After losing Holly, 
I both witnessed and experi¬ 
enced the effects that bereave¬ 
ment and the grieving process 
can have on your life and your 
future. We will never forget Holly 
but life does move on; it has to, 
and the intensity of your grief 
does diminish as the years pass. 

“Grief Encounter helped us 
learn how to manage our grief 
and that is why I will never stop 
supporting the charity.”

Search is on for 
three short-stay 
traveller sites 


SHORT-stay sites for the 
gypsy and traveller com¬ 
munity are being sought in 
Suffolk. 

Landowners are being 
asked to suggest sites that 
could be used for short 
stays, in a bid by Suffolk 
County Council. 

The Call for Sites cam¬ 
paign, launched last week, 
aims to find three sites. 

Currently, the county has 
none - but between 2009 
and July 2015, there were 
280 unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments. 

The council said that 
these can cost the taxpayer 
tens of thousands of pounds 
each year to deal with. 

Russell Williams, gyspy 
and traveller lead for the 
Suffolk Chief Executives 
Group, said: “Valuable time 
and resources are current¬ 
ly being used to deal with

these encampments. 

“We believe that if we 
have short stay stopping 
sites available, the encamp¬ 
ments will decrease, freeing 
up those resources. 

“Of course, by having 
these sites available it also 
strengthens the position of 
local authorities and the po¬ 
lice when we do have to take 
legal action.” 

According to the council, 
other counties which have 
established these sites have 
seen a “significant reduc¬ 
tion” in unauthorised en¬ 
campments. 

Cllr Sarah Stamp, cabinet 
member for communities, 
said: “Our commitment is 
to provide the right sites, in 
the right locations. Any po¬ 


tential site will have to meet 
strict suitablity criteria.” 

Landlords and other par¬ 
ties will be able to submit 
suitable sites until Novem¬ 
ber 15. 

They will then be assessed 
against the criteria so the 
Public Sector Leaders Group 
can decide which sites will 
be put out for a consulta¬ 
tion, beginning in Decem¬ 
ber 2015. A decision about 
the sites will be taken in 
February 2016. 

Further periods of consul¬ 
tation will be held next year, 
with the aim to have the 
sites up and running by the 
end of 2016.

Airman awarded for courage 
in helping shooting victim

THE heroics of a US Air Force ser¬ 
viceman have been recognised 
after he helped to save the life of a 
man who was shot. 

Senior Airman Aaron Thomas, 
who works at RAF Fakenheath, was 
at home last month when he heard 
a man screaming for help in Bury St 
Edmunds, having been shot in the 
stomach with a shotgun. 

The contracting specialist rushed 
to the scene with a towel to help 
stop the bleeding. 

He said: “At first I thought it was 
fake but he kept screaming and I 
saw how dark the blood was. 

“It happened so fast. The worst 
part was him saying he didn’t want 
to die. 

“It wasn’t until I got back to my 
house that I started to freak out just 
a little bit.” 

Aaron laid the man, who is in his 
thirties, down and stabilised the 
man at the scene in Station Hill, 
Bury St Edmunds on August 4. 

The airman said that blood kept 
“pouring out” of the man’s wound 


and the victim was very distressed. 

Aaron recalled continuously say¬ 
ing “You’re going to be okay, bud¬ 
dy” to the man as he stemmed the 
bleeding. 

But despite being first to react, 
Aaron does not believe he deserves 
credit for his actions. 

“I don’t want people thinking I 


saved his life or that I’m a hero,” he 
said. 

“The cops got there really quick¬ 
ly and the paramedics soon after 
them. They saved his life. 

“I don’t want credit for something 
they did.” 

Despite that, Col. Robert Novo¬ 
tny, commander of the 48th Fighter 


Wing, presented him with the Air 
Force Commendation medal last 
week for an act of courage which 
helped save a man’s life. 

Tech. Sgt. Eric Scaffstein said the 
incident and his reaction showed 
Aaron’s character. 

He said: “This shows a situation 
that could have been dangerous 


and he stepped up and just did 
what needed to be done. 

“He’s not the loud and proud guy. 
He’s the guy who knows what’s go¬ 
ing on and is really doing his job 
without waving flags and calling at¬ 
tention to himself.” 

The victim was successfully treat¬ 
ed in hospital for his injuries after 
the incident. 

Five people have been charged 
in connection with the shooting, 
which occurred at about 6.45pm 
last month. 

Six men - Paul Baker, of Neils 
View, Maiden Newton in Dorches¬ 
ter; Simon Webber, of Sydenham 
Close, Bridgwater, Somerset; Frank 
Warren, of Victoria Road, Dorches¬ 
ter; Colin Deferia, of Battisford 
Road, Barking; and Andrew Seaton, 
of Frome View, Maiden Newton, 
Dorchester, have all been charged 
with conspiracy to murder. 

Two women aged 59 and 29 from 
the Needham Market area were also 
arrested on suspicion of conspiracy 
to murder and have been bailed 
until Thursday, October 1.

FORMER Top Gear presenter 
James May has said he would not 
be surprised if Volkswagen is not 
the only car-maker found to be 
cheating clean-air tests. 

But the petrolhead said history 
would suggest that the scandal will 
ultimately result in improvements. 

Volkswagen's admission that 
some of its cars cheated clean-air 
tests in the US has led to calls for 
stricter testing in Europe. 

Asked if he was surprised at 
what has emerged about the 
German car-maker, May said: "I 
am surprised, to be honest. I also, 

I don't know if I should say this, I 
wouldn't be surprised if they turned 
out not to be the only ones." 

Speaking at a press event ahead 
of a BBC show he is involved with 
called Building Cars Live, he said he 
did not know "the ins and outs" of 
the issue, and joked: "I don't have 
a diesel". 

Asked about what he thought the 
consequences of the scandal would 
be, he told reporters it would result 


in "probably yet more scrutiny". 

May said the thing he finds 
interesting about the history of 
the car when you look at "the big 
picture" is that every time there 
is something that car-makers and 
consumers complain about - issues 
that would appear to be a barrier 
in the way of the car - it results in 
improvements. 

Making reference to 
previous changes such as safety 
requirements, he said: "Everybody 
says this will ruin motoring, this is 
the end of the golden era, it's going 
to make cars impossible to drive 
and boring too. 

"But every single time it happens 
it makes cars better." 

May said these issues tend to be 
a "stimulus for improving the car". 
He added: "So if there's a bit of a 
scandal about diesel and it's all a 
bit ugly and unfortunate, but I bet 
you in five years time when cars 
are still being fitted with diesel 
engines they'll be much better as a 
result."

Mountain is 
the star for 
Fen Tigers 

CONNOR Mountain piled up the 
biggest score of his career to lead 
a thrilling fightback which earned 
Mildenhall a single-point victory 
in their final National League 
home match of the season.

There was a major scare when 
the veteran Atkin edged out Coles 
in the 14th to put Buxton three 
up but the Tigers had the nerve 
and the grit to overhaul them. 

Halsey then supplied the perfect 
end of the season for the West 
Row fans by beating Buxton's Ryan 
Blacklock to retain his Bronze 
Helmet match race title. 

He was unable to hold on to 
his other title however, finishing 
down the field in ninth place in 
the National League Riders final 
at Rye House on Saturday night.

Gosden juveniles 
shine bright at HQ 


JOHN Gosden had plenty of reasons to 
smile on the Rowley Mile last Saturday as 
two of the yard’s juveniles caught the eye 
in the Betffed Cambridgeshire Meeting. 

Foundation was victorious in the 
Group Two Juddmonte Royal Lodge 
Stakes by three quarters of a length 
from Deauville, earning his third win 
out of three, and with the next date a 
possible tilt at the Racing Post Trophy, 
his odds were cut to 14-1 for the Derby 
by Paddy Power. 

Trainer Gosden was delighted with 
the performance, and said: “He’s a 
grand horse, but he’s still learning. 

“Frankie (Dettori, Foundation’s jockey) 
tried to teach him as much as he could 
as he didn’t learn a great deal at Haydock 
last time, and I’m pleased that he was 
able to cope with the speed of this test so 
early in his career.” 

It was a double for Gosden as 
Shalaa put down credentials that he 
could be one of the horses to watch 
in 2016, although probably not in the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas. 

The son of Invincible Spirit seems 
to have speed to burn, and he 
impressively clinched his fifth win as 
a juvenille by taking the Juddmonte 
Middle Park Stakes. 

But rather than heading down a 
Classic route, his trainer remains 
convinced that Shalaa is an out-and- 
out sprinter, with Paddy Power and 
Ladbrokes making him 4-1 favourite 
for the six-furlong Commonwealth 
Cup at Royal Ascot. Ladbrokes make 
him 14-1 for the 2000 Guineas. 

“He’s been on the go since March 
and I was mindful that we weren’t 
coming here as fresh as I would have 
liked, but he’s a very fast horse and he 
has done a lot of growing up this year,” 
said Gosden. 

“He’s the fastest two-year-old I’ve 
got, but he’s got a great mind too. 

“I’m not sure about trying to stretch 
out to a mile next year, I see him more 
as an out-and-out sprinter, very much 
in the mould of Oasis Dream.” 



Gosden, who has Jack Hobbs and 
Eagle Top in the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe at the latest forfeit stage, 
could be heading to Longchamp this 
Sunday with Golden Horn if the colt is 
supplemented on Thursday, with the 
decision dependent on the going. 

Derby winner Golden Horn’s owner- 
breeder Anthony Oppenheimer is en¬ 
couraged by the weather forecast and is 
relishing the prospect of seeing his star 
colt tackle dual Arc heroine Treve in Paris. 

“The latest forecast seems to be for 
very good weather and I think we’re 


looking forward to running in the 
Arc and taking her (Treve) on,” said 
Oppenheimer. 

“What’s so frustrating is we want to 
show people how good this horse is. 
Like in the Derby, when he gets his 
ground and comes from behind, John 
think he’s a wonder-horse.” 

Despite being a Derby winner, Golden 
Horn has yet to conclusively prove he is 
as effective over the mile and a half as he 
is over a mile and a quarter. 

His owner is confident the longer 
trip will not be an issue as long as 


conditions are not testing. 

He said: “We could run out of stamina 
at the end of the Arc, especially if the 
ground is on the soft side of good. It’s 
very difficult to say. 

“I would hope for a very fast-run 
race. That will show if he can stay and I 
think he will.” 

The Richard Fahey-trained Third Time 
Lucky won the Betfred Cambridgesh¬ 
ire by a short head from Master The 
World, while Lumiere was the winner 
of the Group One Connolly’s Red Mills 
Cheveley Park Stakes.
